Twenty - four recommendations | 
were made by the Chamber, cover- 
ing in broad range the problems 
confronting the commission. It urg-) 
ed the reassertion of the purpose of 
confederation through constitu. 
tional amendments to the British} 
North America Act; the exercise of 
the power of disallowance by the 
Governor - General -in-Council to 
preserve fundamental rights of Can- 
adian citizenship throughout the 
Dominion, including freedom of 
speech, assembly, religious worship 
and access to the courts. 

REVIEW OF POLICIES 
It recommended a review of tar-| 


if! and freight rate policies, with | 
compensation for disabilities suf-| 
fered under the tariff, and the 


setting up of a national loan coun- 
cil to refunding, regulate 
borrowing and a grants commission 
to keep subsidies to the provinces 
in line with their needs. 

The chamber propcesed that the 
British North America act should 
be amended to give the federal 
parliament legislative authority 
ever labor Iegislation, all forms 
of insurance, unemployment, fire, 
public health, old age pensions, 
blind pensions, mothers’ allow- 
ances, administration of jails and 
reformatories and regulation of 
truck and motor transportation.

| PIONEER WORK 

The pioneer work of Alberta was 
pictured by Mr. Imrie as of great 
national importance and value, That 
| work consisted in opening up for 
| settlement a vast area of potentially 
| productive land, in providing local

BIG LAND GRANTS 

Outlining disabilities of Alberta 
arising out of early settlement pol- 
icies, Mr, Imrie referred to land 
grants in te prairie provinces 
made to the C.P.R. as inducement 
to build its main line. Its con- 
struction was a main factor in en- 
suring the entry of British Colum- 
bia into Confederation. Thus it was 
a work of great national import- 
ence, but it was paid for, insofar 
as land subsidies is concerned, by 
three out of the nine provinces.

must do a considerable amount of large- 
scale entertaining for which the otdinary 
private residence is not at all adapted. Un- 
less the province was to foot the bill for 
this entertaining, none but a wealthy man 
could afford to accept appointment to the 
place, and only a wealthy man who chose 
to maintain a castle at his own expense. 
A Government House was provided and 
maintained as the most satisfactory ar- 
rangement, quarters being rented until the 
present half million dollar official resi- 
dence was built. 

Many years ago a Calgary member 
succeeded in getting a resolution through 
the legislature calling for the closing of the 
establishment. As the Government of the 
day could not see how the building could 
be utilized, the resolution was not imple- 
mented. 

Government House has therefore sur- 
vived, on sufferance. The legislature has 
now decided to devote it to “some other 
purpose”, leaving the Lieutenant-Governor 
to provide himself with a home on such 
scale as his means and taste may decide, 
and the official entertaining to go undone 
unless the legislature chooses to pay hotel 
bills for its guests or supply quarters else- 
where. 

Naturally there is a good deal of won- 
dering, and some anxiety, as to what the 
“other purpose” may be. The Ponoka hos- 
pital is over-crowded, and another jail will 
have to be established in the reasonably 
near future. But the building is not well 
designed or situated for either purpose. 
And the surrounding district has become 
one of the show places of the city, by the 
erection of beautiful and costly private 
residences; a circumstance that can hard- 
ly be overlooked. 

For the time being it looks as though the 
legislature has a Casa Loma on hand. 


The legislature learned that the Ponoka 
mental hospital is over-crowded and 200 
patients are to be moved to Oliver. In 
varying degrees, over-crowding of similar 
institutions is common all over the contin- 
ent. Not that the percentage who are af- 
flicted mentally is growing, but because 
hospitals are now provided where the af- 
flicted are treated. In former times there 
were only ‘mad houses”, where those who 
were hopelessly and violently insane were 
confined for the safety and convenience of 
the public.

A Reactionary Measure 

Those in Canada who cherish the freedom 
of speech, writing, and public meeting guaran- 
teed by the Constitution are much concerned at 
the “Padlock” Act recently passed in Quebec. 
The measure has no parallel in a British Domin- 
ion, One clause declares it to be illegal for any 
house to be used to “propagate communism or 
bolshevism by any means whatsoever,” though 
it is to be noted that in no part of the Act is 
any attempt made to define these pernicious doc- 
trines. . Among elementary principles of 
British constitutional government are freedom 
of speech, of the press, and of public meeting, 
subject to the limitations of the crimina) law; 
the right of a man to a fair trial in open court 
if charged with an offence; and the freedom of 
the home from arbitrary search. All of these 
are violated by the new Act, and the anxiety 
of liberal opinion throughout Canada at the re- 
actionary nature of the measure can welf be 
understood.—Marchester Guardian. 


A ‘‘Dead Horse”’ 


To say that a law is a “dead horse” is to state 
clearly that it no longer exists or that it has no 
validity. Right Hon. Ernest Lapointe, Minister 
of Justice, used these two words to characterize 
the conscription law against which he was one 
of the first to vote in 1917. The law of obligatory 
military service was valid only for the duration 
of the war of 1914. In 1922 Hon. Rodolphe 
Lemieux, then Speaker of the House, clearly in- 
dicated that fact to the present leader of the 
C.C.F. The members who are now demanding 
the abrogation of the law are simply playing 
the demagogue over the carcass of this “dead 
horse.” . Furthermore, it seems that the 
French-Canadians of Quebec and of the East 
of Canada long ago saw things in a clear light. 
The candidate in a Federal election among us 
who attempts to work up the people, whether 
in the city or the country, with the idea of a 
possible ramp on this “dead horse” will get him- 
self laughed at and lose his deposit.—Le Canada,

The Open Door 

Ever since the days of John Hay, the “Open 
Door” has been the world policy towards China. 
The great powers set themselves to achieve an 
equality of trading opportunity in that country, 
Special privileges to one nation or another were 
to be abolished; and this, apart from certain ex- 
tra-territorial privileges, etc, had been achieved. 
It was natural therefore, when Japan began her 
continental campaigns that the Japanese should 
aver that its aim also was to maintain the open 
door, that its role on the Asiatic mainland was 
merely that of policeman, to assure to every- 
one conditions of security for trading purposes. 
Viscount Ishii not long ago said this: 

Japan is prepared to respect to the fullest ex- 
tent foreign rights and interests, and will main- 
tain the policy of the open door for the purpose 
of promoting the welfare of the Chinese people. 

This statement should be examined in the 
light of results. A similar policy was expressed 
in 1931 when Manchuria was seized; and it will 
be remembered thai powerful interests in Eng- 
land applauded and excused Japan’s action at 
that time as a guarantee of commercial stability. 
The facts are that the percentage of trade in 
Manchuria done by Japan has risen from 38 per 
cent in 1927 to 74 per cent in 1936. The per- 
centage done by Great Britain in the same period 
has fallen from three per cent to one per cent. 
The percentage done by the United States has 
dropped from six to three per cent. All other 
countries which, in 1927, had 53 per cent of the 
business, now have only 22 per cent. 

Detailed examination of the figures show that 
the amount of trade with Manchuria was greater 
in 1936 than in any year since 1929, which indi- 
cates that either order has been restored there 
by Japan, or that Japan is pouring capital into 
that country and is getting some return on it. 
Beginning in 1931, the curve of Japan's share has 
risen year by year, the curve of every other 
country has gene steadily down. There is no 
reason to believe that the trend will not continue. 

There is also evidence to show that in the 
occupied areas of China proper the Japanese are 
pursuing the same tactics as those employed in 
Manchuria. Japanese goods are getting prefer- 
ence by every kind of legal and illegal device; 
end the treaty rights of other trading powers 
are being flouted and ignored. The Japanese 
policy of the “Open Door” is to open it wide 
enough to let everyone else out, and to let the 
Japanese in.—Winnipeg Free Press. 


The ‘‘Unity’’ Movement 

Progress towards “unity” among the political 
parties now out of office and seeking to get into 
it seems to be making as wiow progress in Sas- 
katchewan as it is in Alberta. Indeed, it is even 
slower and the chief obstacle in both cases is 
that all the “outs” cannot become “ins” at the 
same time, 

Mr. Williams has been talking about “unity” 
and has given the impression that he is agreeable 
to it so long as his party is the one leading the 
movement and therefore the “ins” after the elec- 
tion. He said the C.C.F. would nominate enough 
candidates to form a Government if elected. 

Now, Mr. Diefenbaker, Conservative leader, 
says something very much the same. His party, 
too, will nominate enough candidates to form a 
Government if elected and, of course, if they 
succeed then they will be the “ins.” 

No doubt the Social Crediters, or monetary 
reformers, will do the same thing, although, so 
far as can be recalled, no one has yet said very 
much about it.

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Your Health 


By DR. FRANK McCOY 


In yesterday's article I explained to you some 
of the causes of excessive gas and in today’s arti- 
cle I will explain why it is that an improper 
balance of the digestive juices will also produce 
gas. The digestive juices of the stomach should 
contain certain elements which will be properly 
balanced and in correct proportion to each other 
in the healthy person living on a good diet. If 
too much of certain kinds of food is used the 
stomach tries to save the individual's life by 
changing the digestive juices to meet the im- 
posed requirements. 

For example, when an excess of meat is taken 
each day, the gastric juice will gradually hecome 
more acid. If too many carbohydrates are used, 
this may result in too much bile being formed; 
when both too much meat and too tnuch starch 
are used, there will be an excess of both hydro- 
chloric acid and bile. This change away from 
the normal is one of the most common causes of 
flatulence. 


Many patients get into the habit of swallow- 
ing air with their food, or at the same time that 
they try to belch. I have examined many of these 
patients under the fluroscope and I could see 
them actually swallowing bubbles of air which 
soon filled the top of the stomach. However, 
this habit can be corrected and the distress then 
disappears. 

Inflammation or irritation of the stomach is 
often sufficient to produce flatulence even when 
one is not eating. Patients who correct their 
dietetic habits must realize that gas may con- 
tinue to form until all stomach irritation has sub- 
sided at which time digestion will take place 
normally. 


A patient using a smaller amount of food than 
usual, will often be surprised to note that he 
has more trouble with flatulence than before, 
when eating carelessly. This is because the 
small amount of food does not entirely use up or 
absorb the digestive juices and the result is that 
gas is formed when the excessively acid fluid 
from the stomach pours into the next part of the 
digestive tube where it will mix with alkaline 
juices. 

Any condiment which stimulates the exces- 
sive formation of digestive ferments will tend 
to cause gas, even when the best foods are care- 
fully selected and combined. Onions, garlic, 
cooked cabbage and cooked dried beans should 
be avoided by the patient with a tendency to 
flatulence because they produce added discom- 
fort due to their chemical composition. 

In my experience, I have found that excessive 
gas may be overcome, provided the patient is 
willing to adopt those good habits which will im- 
prove digestion and correct the underlying 
causes of the excessive gas. I find that some form 
of the fasting treatment is clearly indicated as 
the fast will give the entire digestive tract some- 
thing of a rest and will at the same time, have 
the effect of cleaning it out. The digestive juices, 
which have usually been improperly balanced, 
will adjust themselves and after the fast is com- 
pleted, will have returned to the normal propor- 
tion to each other. After the fast the patient 
must eat very carefully in order to overcome 
entirely the tendency toward the forming of ex- 
cessive gas.

Questions And Answers 


QUESTION—"‘Just Curious” asks: “Does 
diabetes occur more often among those who are 
under-weight or those who are over-weight?” 

ANSWER: Among the over-weight. 

QUESTION—R. F. D. writes: “I would like to 
know the value of spinach, swiss chard, and 
Brussels sprouts from a medicinal standpoint.” 

ANSWER: Neither spinach, swiss chard, nor 
Brussels sprouts have medicinal value in the 
sense of curing disease. However, they are all 
alkaline-forming foods and should be used free- 
ly, with the possible exception Brussels 
sprouts, which are gas-forming with some people. 

QUESTION—Mrs, C. H. writes: “When the 
appetite is gone, what is the most likely cause?” 

ANSWER: Probably digestive disorders are 
the principal causes of poor appetite. However, 
this symptom is also experienced by the patient 
with liver tvcuble, gall bladder inflammation, 
catarrh, appendicitis, etc. and is also a marked 
symptom during the acute infectious diseases. 
Poor appetite is often the result of over-eating 
and the normal appetite will return when the 
patient observes more sensible habits of eating.

Thus: Can the Conservative 
party expect anyone to believe that it wil! go in 
for a program of Socialization such as the C.C.F. 
wants or for Aberhartism such as Socia) Credit- 
ers want? Can anyone believe that the C.C.F. 
would sincerely approve Social Credit, which is 
a device designed to save Capitalism from the 
Socialism the C.C.F, seeks? Among all these 
groups there is no agreement as to ultimate 
objectives or methods. 

Their common ground is solely that of getting 
into office, each by itself if possible, but if that 
cannot be done, then by foisting onto Saskatche- 
wan the instability and conflict of group admin- 
stration, That is not the real, basic unity in 
ooposition, or in government, which assuredly is 
desirable.—Saskatuon Star-Phoenia

A Day in Canadian History

Today is the hundredth annt!- 


versary of two events which had 
merked results upon the future of 
Canada: (1) The Earl of Durham 


was appointed governor-general 
and high commissioner. (2) Samuel 
Lount and Peter Matthews were 
found guilty at Toronto of sedition 
and were condemned to death. 
Durham did not want the task 
of attempting to bring peace to 
the Canedas, He refused it more 
than once, and consented only at 
the personal request of his young 
Queen, Victoria, for whom he had 
successfully carried out a diplo- 
matic mission to the czar of the 
Russias. He made it a condition 
that he shoyld be given full powers 
of clemency as well as of severity, 
because it appeared to him to be a 
case where a number of those who 
had taken up arms had been se- 
duced into disloyalty, and he 
wanted the power to pardon them, 
and at the same time administer to 
such of the leaders of the revolts 
in both provinces as were in cus- 
tody salutary punishment.

Dr. A, F. Anderson, hospital 


superintendent, explained to alder-| 


men that the new machine would 


replace the 200,000-volt equipment)

14 years and which is now obsolete. 
He recommended the higher voltage 
machine as the one now in use is 
losing efficiency and is also creat- 
ing radio static, complaints having 
been received from the radio sta- 
tion at the Edmonton airport. 
COSTS $12,000 

The superintendent informed 
council the smaller machine would 
cost about $6,000, while the larger 
machine would cost $12,0%0. If 


council increased the hospital grant) 


by $5,000, the balance of the cost 
could be provided through hospital 
revenue, 

He reported that from 10 to 15 
new cases of cancer are admitted 
to the hospital each month. An 
up-to-date  200,000-volt —_radio- 
therapy machine could effect 
remedies in about 25 per cent of 
the cases treated, wh'le a 400,000- 
volt machine could increase this 
figure to 30 per cent. 

Dr. Anderson stressed the fact, 
however, that if cancer had pro- 
gressed too far no equipment could 
cure it. “There must be an early 
diagnosis. In some cases radium is 
used alone. In some other types of 
cases radium can be used in con- 
junction with radio-therapy,” he 
said, 

MORE PATIENTS 

Owing to the fact private prac- 
titioners could not install the more 
powerful equipment without 
special building to house it, he be- 
lieved installation of a machine at 
the hospital would bring patients 
from all parts of the country. 

A 48-hour week for all em- 
ployees is now planned by the 
Royal Alexandra hospital in ac- 
cordance with the Alberta Hours 
of Work Act, Dr. . Anderson 
stated. Fewer working hours are 
Mow enjoyed by practically all 
male employees, and by Sept. 1 
next the new po'icy will apply to 
all help, including maids and 
nurses. 

He reported the reduction in the 
number of working hours would not 
mean an increase in the hospital's 
present deficit appropriation from 
the city, as revenue was now in- 
creasing. 

UNPAID BILLS 

The vote of $90,000 or $95,000 
from the city is needed only to 
make up the deficit in the hospital's 
expenditure of $475,000, Dr. Ander- 
son stated. Approximately $60,000 
of the deficit results from unpaid 
bills of relief recipients.
